A $127,000 damage sult 
against the Upland Village Shop- 
ping Center filed by John Kamp, 
1671 FirstAve,, was dismissed, 
Thursday, in favor of an out-of- 
court settlement, 

Attorneys representing both 
the plaintiff and the defendants 
stated that a statement was be~ 
ing prepared outlining terme of 
the settlement for publication 
purposes, 

Court records revealed that 
an order to show cause, sche- 
duled to be heard Thursday in 
Superior Court, had been taken 
off the calendar and a motion 
for dismissal had been made, 

Kamp charged in his action 
the shopping center developers 
with ‘fraudulent misrepresen- 
tation,’’ 

The plaintiff claimed he was 
induced to invest $25,000 In 
the center after betng told that 
the soning was proper and that 
the leases had been completed 
with several firms for space in 
the center, 

Kamp later learned that the 
facts presented to him were 
untrue,

Question: What should be done 
about the Civic Center, the Fire 
Department, and the Upland Li- 
brary? 

We shan’t dwell too long on 
the question of The Civic Cen- 
ter, It has been more than 
answered by the people of Up- 
land in the recent bond elec- 
tion. I don’t think that there 
{s any doubt that Upland very 
definitely can use anew library. 
Location is important. There 
isn’t any necessity In it being 
an integral part of the city 
government complex, The prob- 
lem of parking and excessive 
amounts of traffic preclude the 
Mbrary from being located with- 
in the hustle and bustle of the 
commercial center of our town. 
It is not necessary to place it 
on very expensive commercial 
property location. A library ts 
a place for study and research. 
A sylvan setting in a more 
residential area would create 
an external atmosphere that 
could be carried in with a per- 
son making use of the library. 
The mental Ulusion created can 
enrich us in many ways. The 
necessary property can be less 
expensive. It will help to 
diversify our community and 
our community spending. We 
do not need a high cost one 
shot showcase. The whole city 
of Upland should be our show- 
case, 

We must face the facts that 
Foothill Boulevard will be com- 
pletely developed commerci- 
ally. A whole new commercial 
community will be developed in 
the area of the F oothill Freeway 
and Mountain Avenue and that 
the western half of Upland will 
be almost totally developed 
within the next ten years, 

The growth of population will 
continue. Our children will 
marry ami whole new families 
will continue to arrive. The 
Spanish tried to stop it along 
with the Mexicans and the In- 
dians, we cannot and do not 
want to stop it. But we can 
attempt to be joined by the 
cream of the crop, In these 
years to come we can attract 
high quality business, industry 
and people if we can show a 
diversified community with 
good zoning, a good and just 
tax base, and a record of in- 
telligent administrative spend- 
ing. The people that are here 
and those that will come de- 
serve to be served and served 
well, The changes in the past 
ten years have been many, the 
changes to come are incompre- 
hensible at this time, but we 
must endeavor to meet them 
now, 

Specifically, The Civic Cen- 
ter as proposed would not and 
could not serve the needs of 
this community. It would be 
an expensive outmoded edifice 
from the first day of opera- 
tion. The Fire Department 
should be in a location that 
would allow it a fast and easy 
means of ingress and egress. 
Preferably on a main artery 
with a positive system of traf- 
fic control in its proximity 
for the protection of men and 
equipment and the not too wide 
awake motorist, It is not neces- 
sary nor desirable to have the 
equipment in City Hall nor in 
the Library. 

Removal of these two facets 
of our city operation from our 
present facility would leave the 
necessary area for expansion 
of our Governmental, Judicial 
and Police operations. 

Use of the then vacant buil- 
ding would take a moment to 
ponder, Probably a good bull- 
dorer would help our thoughts, 
In any expansion program we 
must solicit the thinking of the 
Civil Defense people, While we 
all have our heads in the sand 
these days, it is important we 
think of the possibility of a 
national disaster . It could be 
possible that some Federal 
funds would be available if any 


new structure conformed in 
some way to Civil Defense 
guideposts, 


To sum up: the Civic Center 
did not come close to the future 
af Upland and “would you be- 
lieve’ a librarian at the tiller 
wheel of a hook and ladder fire 
truck!

Candidates Look At General Plan, 
_ Gives Views On Parks,Recreation 


Upland’s General Plan 


EDITOR’S NOTE: A well 
planned, orderly system is the 
goal of every municipality in 
this 20th century. Most com- 
munities have adopted a general 
plan towards that end which 
from time to time is modified 
and up-dated. Upland Is no ex- 
ception, Here are how the candi- 
dates feel on this vital issue. 


Virginia C. Angel 


The primary problem is an- 
nexation of the Alrport withes- 


tablished flight patterns, with 
need to widen the approach 
field. 


Low density residential (0-4) 
has been recommended as well 
as rezoning of property on 15th 
and Mountain. This area tis 
more conducive and compatable 
to Industry which seems to be 
more prevalent in the westerly 
sector of Upland. Going north on 
Benson are weeds, rocks and 
wasteland, andcitrus. Fifteenth 
street ls rock and cement com- 
mercial, west of Benson. The 
airport separated from 15th by 
deep ravines, The runway 
should be expanded as planned 
and kept to accomodate air- 
craft storage, maintenance and 
repair, or business related to 
aircraft. Make this our indus- 
trial center. The area west of 
Benson between 16th and 14th 
{s planned for flood control, 
which would be beneficial to 
manufacturing. This area is now 
sparcely populated compared 
with the central and eastern 
parts of Upland, 

A golf course surrounding an 
airport, or an airport within 
residential areas would cause 
future problems for the coun- 
cll and city. Keep the industrial 
and aircraft noise and activity 
in a confined area, away from 
residential and recreational,

7. Are those who have owned 
this land, in some cases many 
many years, going to get a 
fair deal? 

8. If all this area is air- 
port oriented how do we insure 
that the airport will remain? 

9. What do we have left if 
the airport should not remain? 

. This area has beenfrozen, 


from other development, for 
study nine months now - how 
much longer can we, in good 


conscience, tie up these persons 
property whle we try and solve 
these problems? 

These are not only tough 
questions but how can anyone 
come up with hard and fast 
answers when there is a public 
hearing scheduled in May at 
which time evidence to help de- 
cide the issue will be pre- 
Sented.

I feel that the Cable Airport 
could be a valuable asset tothe 
City of Upland. It is already 
one of the largest of its kind 
in the country, and it is sure 
to grow in the future. 

Should it be annexed, how- 
ever, it would present the City 
with some problems. There 
would be zoning problems con- 
cerning the airport itself and 
the area near the airport. A 
golf course has been proposed 
for the surrounding area. If 
such a proposal should prove 
feasible from a financial point 
of view, it would provide an 
attractive buffer zone for the 


airport, and it could wel] ip.

Federal funds might then be 
available to Cable Airp ort, 
thereby providing further bere.
